There was an open discussion regarding these “short” and “long” term fundraising ideas. Blanca Mesa 
suggested sending a letter to the people who have signed the petition for the Miami Circle, thanking 
them for their support and asking them to join DHT, supporting our eflforts to save the Circle. For 
example with a $50 tax deductible donation, they would receive a $35.00 membership and $15 would 
go towards the Circle Fund. Blanca Mesa and Penny Lambeth will work together on this letter. Blanca 
has a list of e-mail addresses from the petition and will email the letter to those people ASAP. 

Dolly MacIntyre is sending out a Christmas “Help Us Fill Our Stocking” letter requesting donations. 
Another suggestion by the Board was for Becky to send a letter to our Heritage Members and up 
requesting a year-end donation. 

Don Sackrider has volunteered in the past to establish a “Leave a Legacy” endowment fund. Becky 
Matkov is to contact him regarding this policy. 

Judy Pruitt is working on establishing income producing historic tours. 

The Board concurred that DHT, as a community based organization, has “been there” for the City and 
County in their projects and in their grant applications.

Jane Caporelli also suggested that DHT eontact corporations asking/ suggesting that they make a tax 
deductible donation to DHT’s preservation efforts on behalf of clients that they mi gh t otherwise send a 
holiday gift to as a year end gift.- i.e. arehitectural firms, real estate companies that deal in historic 
properties. Jane and Bill Murphy will work together on this project ASAP. 

Dolly MacIntyre, Margaret Pelton, Enid Pinkney, and Rachel Parsons are to work with Marisol to 
create a list of memberships that have expired and have a telephone drive requesting renewal.
